SAVORY DISHES. 
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I7ft«fal BuKReatlona lor E«oBOinieal 
Carefnl |[oust'k|)f ptirs. 

Cold meat is often a concern to tho 
houaokeepcr. Meat ia expensive and 
no one Tkes to throw itaway, butwhat 
to do with it is a prulilem. In tlie tirat 
plai e il must be kept cool during the 
warm auaaou, -Wv-wiU-aopposo theni 
ia a ipiaiility of cold roaat lamb. I'aku 
a aau'ju-pan and ]iiit into It a quart of 
water; in thia lay all tho bonea after 
eatting ulT the meat' ' Next, peel and 
cut up two onions, put in salt and pep- 
pur and half a teaipoonfiil of celery 
auuds. Then put liie saiiee-pan on the 
lire, -and when it oomoa to a boil let it 
tiimifof.i |t wH^take about airhoiir<and 
a half ttficdok tho onions and oxtraot the 
nutriment from the liunes. 

Meanwhile remove the (at ami cut or 
chop line the iiiuat. About live min- 
utes buforo you wiah to servo the stow, 
put the meat in the sauou-paa, ao that 
It can hu well heated without being 
long uo the lire. At tlia same time 
Htir ia carefully a tablea|raonful uf 
aiftod flour, prevlonsly Mended in half 
a tea-cup of cold water, ^ouie chopped 

fi.iraley alioulil be put in it if uonvcn- 
ent. When celery or celery leaves 
ere in market use them instead of 
celerj' seed. Tlie si eils ^Mve the .sama 
delieioiia flavor ami nutritions proper- 
ties as tlio celurv, and should be kept 
in the paiitr}' when tho green celery is 
not oblainalile. A aliced carrot may 
be put in with the oiiiuna ami bones, aa 
oarruU take a long time to soften, 
Thoia who like tlie tlavur o( a turnip 
and tomatoes may add these vogota- 
ble-i. Must persiins prefer bread with 
tliii rileiv, lint sunie like potatoua. 

A S 'cond dish whicli goes well with 
tills is a piece of boiled bacon with 
cab'ia^c. Any colil fresh meat may 
b • oerved lip Ml tliia way. Even cold 
i.-ist jiui'k makes a delicious ragout and 
l e il-iu'iiee i^ Very delleato, as veal ia 
f 1 yunii:: anil sweet. Wlieii veal is 
rii.iste l atliiek jelly ainka to the bottom 
of the veasel in which the snet ia poured 
'J'hla jelly aliu'.ild be taken olT the aiict 
anil put into the mince. Of cinirae th.' 
Ilavorinij may lie varied to taste. i~oin 
like .-a;e or allspi e. Then instead of 
Hour to thicken the ragout, barley 
rieeor eorn-tareli may be iiaeil. In fact 
oiiiiliiss varie'ies iiiay be mail ' amir. I 
In.; In 111 ite lals and taiile. It e:ii| l)() 
ouiiverted iiilu an Irish stuw bv boiling 
potatoca in it. Poaa thiokan tho 
soup au4 add to tho flavor. It 
there is a vory am ill ipi iiitltv of moat, 
use a pint of water or le s ami a small 
aauce-pan. Proportion other incredi 
cnta to correspond. A meat pie is de- 
licious if properly made. If you liko 
an undercriist. bo sure to bake it before 
you put in the atew. Then you aro 
certain tho iimlorpasto ia cooked. If 
you mako n pic. put the choppod meat 
on this eookeil paaloi |>our on (be aoup 
or gravy, omitting the bones, of oourao, 
put a cup in the center to hold up the 
npper crual, thou put on the aforesaid 
upper crust and bake. If yoti have 
light paale vou will have a delio'.ous 
dinner at littfo oq>eaa«,— C'Art'aMm of 
Work. .

It is nut infallible. like 
animal instincL if you think a certain 
course ot action fight because you 
have studied it carefully In ita origin, 
its connections, iLs liHrmony with (he 
Itiklp tearhiiii'a as you understand 
them, it ia w«tf. You aro roaponsible 
for your belief t j (lod aleno. If you 
say a thing ia riglit simply beoauso you 
want to ih) it, and liavu noT«r taken 
llio trouble tu tliink about it at all. that 
la altogether another matter. It would 
Ixi ipiita aa aonatble to turn your back 
upon a certain article of furniture,

i roiii the greater portion ot the stars 
light would be many eonttfriesin reach 
inu' lis. I'hat ia to say, in these par 
liciilar iiistaiicea the stars which we 
sea are not the stars as they exist to- 
night, but as they exiated before 
Columbus sailed on his voyage otdia- 
eovery, or even before the creation ol 
Adam.— £<.

•Wo boarded tho ship at Havre witli 
a line crowd of Italians, French, Ger- 
iiiaii.^, Swiss and roproseatativcs ot 
every other nation under the aun. Our 
bedroom was below docks, SOx'iO fool 
in 817..!, containing some '.'UO bunks in 
double tiers, one above the other, and 
separated bunk from bunk by a slat 
\ f 'W Iioiira after leaving jxirt, when 
began to think of our snppiT and 
to woniler what the bill of fare might 
be, a bell was lieanl. Wo ruahed down 
tho gangway in good spirits, but no 
signs ol th'j iteast were viaible. A bare 
pine table waa in t!ie center of onr 
buiik-ruum. Twenty-four ^of us sur- 
rounded IL The remaining 275 sat 
purohod ui>on the bunks like hungry 
iltiirea. Tho steward now ahmveil 
liiinself. with bell in liaml. ami invii il 
us to bo aoatud. We liiialiy learned we 
would liavo to divide into squads ao. 
cording to the loo.ition uf onr banks. 
To II si|U.i I w.ia given two tickets— on i 
for wine and c liVeu, the other for ni lai 
aoup-^oeh ticket bearing tho nuinbur 
of persons in the party, VVe were also 
allowed two pans, one deep and the 
other shallow, and with tli.'s i two of 
ua were told to get from the kiti'heii 
rations for tho aipiad, .limand I failed 
to grab a tin cup, iron fo. k an I ap.iuii 
when we had a chance, an l, a.! thou 
articles wore scarce, were coiiipolleit 
to cat with onr po^kot-knivea and from 
a aaiioepan In oonimon with a tut Ger- 
man until we hooked those laxurlos 
from our neighbors. 

The delogatoa sunt to tho kitchen 
for our first meal, aftjr waiting tor an 
liunr, were a 'ill away rejoicing witli a 
stew I'onipo-ed of (111. Is ami eii'li of 
meats and vegetables, iiiimeraod in a 
thick, brown, uninviting gravy. You 
can iiiiagiiio that tho menu was not 
very appe.i/.ing to a doiioate s;oin irli. 
I reillly envieij the two eoniely girls at 
our tabio, for tho tirat mate took such 
a fancy to them that n n only their 
their fud^ng places, but their fuo.1, wai 
very much improve I. K.ir tlie n:xl 
few daya we were too s'ck to use what wo 
got After that .)im and 1 lost con- 
siderable llesli, until a couple of Hnglisli 
rascals taught ns lo help oiiiselvea to 
the cook's or baker's supplies, when 
we formed (|uito a aucceasful oonfe l 
eracy. A way ot loafing around Iho 
kit<'lien roaulted In nniqerous ;ra>ns of 
boiled potatuua, A'large le<;of iiiutlon 
was onu day's booty, a couple ot broiled 
lamb chops and mashed potatoes were 
another's.

C^pltalUt. Who Priipoin to Illvert fV^tar 

rniiu tlio .Mig'ily F.irH. 

For ycir.s the stady of miiiy en- 
gineers has been to utilize the nn- 
liniitinl wat.ir power all'orded by the 
Niagara river in the must practical and 
clioapost manner. Tliia immen.se power 
has never been used except to a very 
small extent .\ Coiunany of capital- 
ists and experienceil men liaa been 
organizoti and ineorp irated aa the 
Niagara Kiver Hydraiiliu Tunnel aud 
Sower Company, whoso base ot opera- 
tions I* to be at tho villago ot Niagara 
Falls. 

Their object is to develop the water- 
powoi of the great river at an uatimated 
expense olt3,0U0,1XI0. The main point 
of tho scheme Is to construct a tunnel 
from tho water level below the fails, 
two hundred feet below the higli bank 
of th 1 river, extending through the 
rook to tliedipper Niairara river to a 
point about a mile above the fall, 
wlioro a liead of one liniidred and 
twenty feet is attiined. The tunnel 
thence ia to extend parallel '.villi the 
allure of the riv.'r uiie .'in 1 one-half 
milea nt an average depth of one hun- 
dred feet below the surface of tlie earth 
and at a distance ot about one hundred 
feet from tho navigable waters of the 
river, with which it is conn 'del by 
means uf coduits or lateral tunnels. 

Since the incorporation ot tho com. 
psny, March SIrt last snRloiont land 
along the river has lioen secured, sur- 
veyed and apportioned into mill sites 
fronting on tlie river, and on the line 
of tlie proposed tunnel, with ample 
streets and dockage affording taoiiitios 
tor approach by rail and water tu 
accommodate '.'.'10 mills ot 603 horse 
each, or lill.O'H) h irse power in ail, 
which is the engiii'-ers' oaliniato 
of the capacity of the p.-opoaed tunnel. 
.Soinu idea of the ell'ect of tliia tunnel 
may be had from tho fa'.-t that it will 
develop a power largely in excess ot 
the (rombiiied power in ine at llulyoke 
l.owell, Minneapoiia, tJulioos, I.ewlaton 
and.JUtiyrance, and it will not cost 
more than ono-teflfth ot the outlay tor 
the dovelopmont of the jiowor at these 
placiea deaignated. The eunipany ex. 
pects to tound a manufacturing town at, 
Niagara Falls. The plan was mado by 
Tliomaa Evershed, one of tho State En- 
gineers. — Buffalo C-V, Y, I Times.

Yon read a good 
ileal uliiiiit I'y clones in the newspapera, 
but you iiuver seo a word about the 
corkacrew gales; you hot yon don't 
Any man wlio dared to pnbliali a word 
about them would he lyiii.'licd! If peo- 
ple uutsid ; knew abunt them it would 
stop iiiiiuigr.ition aud spoil t!ie proj- 
pocts of the wliolo Slate. 

'Those eorksci'ow winda juat wind 
around and twine into all sorts of 
places in thu m ist eeeeiitrie manner 
poaa'.blo. There have been aeveral easea 
of pjople bavin J their neck.s wrung just 
liko you'd tn iat a chicken's head oil'. 
People who undorst:i)i I tlio country all 
build their fences in the tract of climate 
where t!iese windi pre.-a 1 ao's to have 
their po-it-luil.'s iln.; foi" tliein. I've 
seen a pile of lumher stand near tho 
sit'j of a funce for three months waiting 
for one of tiioae braazos, juat bjcanae 
(ho owner was loo slaek and lazy to 
dig the holes and ao kept waiting from 
day to day h.iping for a brooze. " It's a 
risk tlio'ugU. becaiso there might 
hnpp >ii to coma along nn nnusually 
big blow and dig a cellar, hut in that 
case the man would probably build a 
hoiiae where he ha 1 int 'ii led 1 1 put a 
fence. I've seen ua.; uf tli.'iii gales 
cuter a window what had b 'en left 
open and corkscrew a baby out of its 
crib and twist tho hodelotho< into a coil 
so liar. 1 that they onld only be aeji i- 
rate'.l with an axe. I've seen a eoo'<. 
stove walt/.ed into the middle of tho 
room, and all sorts of things like th it 
occur during th-iso kind of win la. You 
don't have iiiul'Ii w.nd in rolorado, do 
yon':'" 

• 'Well, no," said till) Coloradan, "wo 
don't have any wind* to amount to 
any thing, but It blows a tow minutea 
there now and thuu. The winds are 
peculiar aa tho douce, too; I never saw 
any, tliinj liko thoin nnywhuro elae. 
They aro what you might call diaorlm- 
inating broo/.cs. They ilon't have so 
much force as some c inibined air I've 
hoard of. but what they do eotiiita. 
They don't aeein tu penelraie like u 
New Kngland iiurlliea-l 'T. Iiat siillthey 
do penetratoa little way, and tliuy have 
their ell'ect, to i. A northeaater, you 
know, will cut right into a man's bones 
a'ld marr.iw and chill him to tlio quick. 
These .sighs of lioreas do not go but a 
little way, and tliey blow funny, too, 
Pve aoen a mim go along a street and 
it would be blowing a liurrlcano on one 
side of li'in. and the other side wiiulil 
lie a ileail calm. I'veseeu a mule ^taiid 
braced against the wind blowing behind 
her, xvith her tail blown right up 
straight and one car put away ahead 
of her noae, while the car on the other 
side would be in a natural, calm posi- 
tion, and that aide of the beaat would 
be sweating! It will take tlie skin oS 
one side of your face anil not touch the 
other. I saw a man with whiskers get 
one side of his face shaved by a wind 
like that as clean as any bartier could 
do it. A small hoy nml a ilog were 
walking with him at the time aud they 
oaeh lost one ear. I've seen a man 
lose ono leg of his pants and a coat 
tail and got his h.at knocked all overnn 
one side. They don't do any particu- 
lar damage, those winds, but they are

Darkness, damp and dust aro potent 
agoneies of disease. Ki erybody recog 
nizes this; but how many fail to adopt 
its precepts! If there be sermons in 
stones, surely the auminer dust and ita 
langers wouhl prove a fru'tful aubjoct 
for medical discourse. There ia aa 
great a ilitl'erenco between London and 
country dust aa there la between the 
correaponding muda. Pulverized mat- 
tor would bo harmleaa enough if it were 
deprived of its physical property ot 
ready dilTusion. 'llie atmosphere is 
laden and swarms with particulate 
matter of highly cuniplex nature. Its 
chief peril to living bein^a resides in 
the organic conatituoiiLa. I.arguly tliia 
organic material eotiaistK of niiniito 
forms of life in a state of latency, only 
waiting for a spoil of heat and moisture 
and a favorable amount of light, or it 
may bo darkness, to airaken it into nc 
tivity. Tho habits ot individuals in 
every class of society, including Iho 
niassi a. are not ealcnlaled to iliiniiiiah, 
but rather to iiugiuont, the amount of 
organio matter In our atmoaphoro. 
Mucus, saliva And humor, popularly 
known aa "matter," must be diacnarged 
from the mouth and nostriia to tho 
extent of many gallons daily and not a 
little of this comes from Infective 
sources; while we venture to think that 
the bulk of it mingles with the dust of 
uur streets and eourla. If, aa acema 
not unlikely, coiisimiption ia largely 
caused by "germs,'' then :i very ready 
theory may be advoeateil concerning the 
mode in wliieli the eontagium ia caught 
Who can eatimnto the amount of mia- 
ehief that the ahakingof iiiata may have 
oauaed? How many young girls early 
in tho morniiigon their wavto buslneaa 
have, ao to speak, recelveu their doatli 
blow while Iiiapiring. all iinconsciona of 
harm, some of the elomls of dust that 
always greet them? Wlmean n il':' The 
abatement of th e dang r :iiiil imisaneu 
is a dilfiuulty that aliU'Mi rei ms insur- 
mountalilo. Much may be (i.iiie by jier- 
iona'i habits ot preveiitioii. - Inn 'ccl.

About 6 o'clock Monday evening 
flames were discovpi'ed issuing Iroin 
both ends of the diMillery of the John 
Thixton Diolilling Co., just above the 
cily on the river bank, by persons 
living in the neighliorhod. An alarm 
was promptly given and the lire de 
parlmcnt were ((ulckly out, but as 
there was no fire plug near enough 
the place lo be available and no road- 
way for the cngh-c to tha river, noth- 
ing could be done toward putting 
out the tire. The whole building was 
soon in flames and in a aliort time 
the bonded warebouae^ thirty yard 
away, eaagbk 

Then an entrance waa eflbcted to 
the warehouse and the men who had 
collected on ihe aeene aficceeded In 
getting out abontSOD barrels of whis- 
ky, rolling it a aafe distance from the 
fire. The remaining 1813 barrels 
stored in Ihe warehouse were burned. 

A fire of sucfi magnitude is ordi- 
narily a grand sight at night, but the 
burunig whisky was a feature that 
gave the conllagration a peculiar in- 
terest to the large crowd that assein 
bled. The distillery and warehouse, 
both built of wood, was soon in enr 
hers, leaving the long ricks of whisky 
barrels plainly in view. As the 
staves of the barrels would giveaway 
the whisky would Hash out aud ig- 
nite, and soon in the adjoining field 
there waa a large lake of burning 
whisky, making a beautiftai blue 
flame. A number of men and boy 
provided themselvea with buckets 
and would approach the lake of fire 
cautiously and scoop up tlie liquor 
aud then hasten away fh>m the heat, 
One old darkey secured a barrel, the 
head of which had been knocked in 
and by diligeut effort succeeded in 
getting a barrel full to running over 
of the half-burned liquor. The sew- 
er leading from the slop pens lo the 
river carried a stream of fire down to 
the water and in floaied down the 
Ohio still burning. A few ot the men 
and lioys would even hold tlieir 
buckets to the mouth of this filthy

Justices 
Harlan and (iray uir williont any 
hair on the I rotrii (>r tlio houd, and 
the little that Justices Mlllei.ilradley, 
Field and Blalchfonl have is brushed 
to show to the best advantage so far 
as quantity is concerned. The jus- 
tices usually listen very allentivcly 
to the coniiKcl ai'giiini; a cane without 
interni|iliiig Iheiii, and dlNjilay very 
little iiuiiatience, except wlien occa- 
■ionally some lawyer showt lonie 
disposition to dwell upon unimpor- 
tant pointi>, and thus unnecessarily 
prolong hiH arguniont as if talking 
against time to coiisuiiie the two 
liuiirs allowed his side fur presenta- 
tion of his case. Justices Bradley 
and Blatcliford ask more qiieatioiis 
of the counsel than do any of tlio oth- 
er jnslices, and speak in aijiiick dear 
voice lo lie dibliiiclly huiiiil llinnigli- 
out the sacred ciiclusurc reserved I'ur 
ineinliers of the bar. When Justice 
Miller siieaks It is generally in a low 
lone heard with dillieulty except l)y 
those who are most acciiKtuined to 
Ills voice, and he slmws iiiucli inila- 
liilily ami iinpaliem u if ever asked 
by a couusclor lo repeat a (jucstion. 
Ulatchford and Bradley leem to take 
keener interest In what patent cases 
come before the court than do any of 
the other jiistiecH, wliilst Gray and 
Ilarlan manirest the leest interest, 
and look as if they n eic in "dui ance 
vile" during the progress of the hear 
hig. Juitloe* Field aud Miller pre 
fer coiistltntlonal law and real estate 
rases, and Matthews and Wood rail- 
iiiad cKM'f, wliilc (Iray and Harlan 
are slioiii,' ini iiersoiial property and 
coiiliaelK, although no less learned in 
all branches of the law than the oth- 
er justices. 

The charge made against naval of 
ficers Biiiiiifglliig goods, and especial- 
ly wine, when letiuning Iroin a 
Kuropeau cruise, has been the topic 
of oouTenatlou In society cirolei for 
lome time past. Whatever aflecls 
the honor of the Navy alfects Wash 
iiigton society, in which naval oflicers 
do little else than "swing loniid its 
I'irclcs'' of pleasure in seHsmi. To 
bring presents of silks, fancy articles, 
cigar* and wines liaa been regarded 
ag a perquisite If not a right of tli' 
"middies" j;iveii as a return for long 
andfenloived absence fioiii home and 
friends, and lo lii aiid llieni now wilh 
the name of "siniigirlers" hasarcused 
a feeling of iiidign&tion and resent- 
ment not experienced for yeart be- 
fore in "boil ton" circles at the Cap- 
ital. Tlie action of the Seci elai v or- 
dering an investigation is lnokoil up- 
on as being done to all'ord an oppor- 
innily to onr brave "middies" to. vin- 
dicate themselves, and they are coii- 
ildent of coming out with flying col- 
era. 

Lieut. Taunt, of the Navy, while 
on tlie upper Conjro, made a coll-.-c- 
tloii of very rare articles and has pre- 
aeated the tame to the National tin 
«eum. Among them Is a ring weigh- 
ing leu pounds, of solid brass, and 
talien from the ankle of an African 
belle. Perhaiis the charge of smug- 
gling will be preferred against him. 
Speaking of the Museum reminds 
lue that the French Government lias 
very recenily presented ua with more 
than a do/.eii articles of pottery and 
tapestry, whicli atlract a great deal 
of attention at the Museum. The 
collection Is eatlmated to be worth 
«3,00O. 

Commissioner Montgomery, of tlic 
Patent Offlcc, reports that he expects 
within the next four months lo brin 
tlic work of his biiiean up to date. 
Congress last session made a large 
increase in the examining corps and 
all are now busy at work. Impor- 
tant recominendalions regarding 
changes In certain sections of the law 
are made and it is also l ei'onimeiided 
lliallhe siiliM-riplion lo the Ollicial 
(iazctte be raised from to .'jO

It may be supposed that iho voters 
of Kentucky are pretty well informed 
as to how the vote i* taken for Con- 
gra«snicii. There are, however, some 
provisions of the law wh!ch It may 
be well to repeal, in snb-tanee at 
at least. The law of the blale on 
this subject Is In accordance witli an 
autof Congreu: 
The vote ia by ballot. 
The voter must have tlic (inaliflca- 
tlons reqnired lu a State election. 

Tlio ballot must be of white paper, 
w ith nothing on it but the name ot 
the person voted fur, either written 
or printed. 

The ballot must be so folded as not 
to show any part of the name writ 
ten or primed on il. 

Il is niilawliil lor any olllcer or 
any person, during tlie election, to so 
far examine tlie ballot as to see the 
name of the person Vbted for, unlesi 
wltli the expressed content of tlie 
voter. 

TiiO ballot tio.xes are lo be kept 
locked during the election. They are 
lo remain with the judges and other 
election oflicers, and are not to lie 
opened until Ihe time arrives for 
counting the ballots. 

Two or more ballots found folded 
together shall be re.jeeled 

The law sols out in detail the dii 
tiea of officers of the elections of tin 
election, and any neglect on their 
part will invalliiato the vole of the 
precinct or district.
